Library,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1946. 

Bertrand  F.  Ames  was  chosen  to  serve  on  the  board 
for  three  years.  Mr.  Ames  continued  to  serve  as  treas- 
urer, Helen  D.  Watson  acted  as  chairman,  and  Eunice 
L.  Hunt  as  secretary. 

Gifts  of  sixty-one  books  were  received,  some  of 
which,  being  duplicates,  were  not  catalogued. 

The  Bookmobile  has  continued  to  make  its  generous 
addition  to  our  library  service  calling  at  both  the 
library  and  the  school.  A  gift  of  the  Columbian  En- 
cyclopedia by  Mr.  A.  P.  Aldrich,  Jr.,  fills  a  long  felt 
need  for  a  newer  reference  work.  Mr.  Aldrich  also 
presented  a  biography  of  famous  Americans  of  the 
present  time. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Carl  Eisner, 
nature  collections  of  birds,  animals,  and  butterflies 
were  loaned  for  exhibition  in  our  hall  and  reading 
room.  These  were  loaned  with  the  permission  of  their 
owner,  Mr.  Eisner's  mother,  who  has  since  come  to 
Gilford  to  live  and  has  consented  to  be  our  librarian 
next  year. 

Early  in  the  year  our  librarian,  Mrs.  Melvin  Marden, 
resigned  much  to  our  regret.  She  and  Mr.  Marden  were 
to  make  their  home  elsewhere  and  Mrs.  Harold  Eaton 
kindly  consented  to  substitute  until  another  librarian 
was  secured.  We  were  then  fortunate  to  obtain  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Parkman  Howe  who  was  with  us  until 
she  moved  from  the  village  to  her  new  home  on  the 
Lake  Shore  Road.  Mrs.  Robert  Fuller  then  consented 
to  substitute  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  at  which 
time  she  had  accepted  a  position  at  the  local  school. 
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American  Art  Week  and  Children's  Book  Week  were 
observed  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Howe.  Books  of 
art  and  pictures  were  loaned  for  display  by  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Eliott  Robinson  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Parkman  Howe 
augmenting  such  books  as  were  available  in  the  library. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Howe  also  loaned  some  lovely  old  pewter 
and  a  children's  love  seat  for  the  children's  section  of 
the  reading  room.  During  Book  Week  a  number  of  new 
children's  books  were  purchased  and  were  on  display  as 
well  as  many  of  the  old  favorites.  Through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Mrs.  Roger  Lindsay,  a  new  resident  of  Gil- 
ford, a  poster  was  made  for  this  occasion.  Mrs.  Lindsay 
is  a  member  of  the  Laconia  Art  Club.  Mrs.  Carl  Dolloff 
conducted  a  story  hour  for  the  enjoyment  of  our 
younger  patrons. 

The  library  was  open  Old  Home  Day  for  the  purpose 
of  registration  and  inspection.  Mr.  Philip  Ansell 
loaned  his  Gilford  paintings  at  this  time.  There  was 
also  an  exhibition  of  pictures  and  snapshots  of  former 
Old  Home  Day  celebrations.  These  pictures  were  loaned 
by  Mrs.  Wm.  Stark  Weeks,  H.  Leslie  Curtis,  Mrs.  Fred 
R.  Weeks,  Mrs.  Maurice  G.  Watson,  and  Miss  Eunice 
L.  Hunt. 

This  year  the  reading  room  has  been  cleaned  and  re- 
decorated. Finances  permitting,  our  goal  is  to  con- 
tinue with  the  hall  and  stack  room  next  year..  Further 
lighting  facilities  are  imperative  in  the  stack  room  as 
the  present  lights  are  far  from  adequate. 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  scrap  book  of  our  men 
and  women  who  were  and  are  in  the  services  of  our 
country.  There  are  nearly  a  hundred  of  these  of  whom 
we  are  justly  proud.  Responses  to  the  questionnaires 
have  been  slow  to  come  in  to  us.  We  hope  to  have  this 
book  in  the  library  by  March,  although  it  will  not  be 
wholly  completed  by  that  time. 
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Although  hampered  financially,  the  librarians  and 
trustees  have  tried  to  make  the  library  of  real  and  ac- 
tive service  to  the  whole  community.  Especial  appre- 
ciation is  due  our  librarians  whose  willingness  to  serve 
is  an  example  of  the  true  public  spirit,  monetary  com- 
pensation being  negligible.  We  also  wish  to  thank  all 
the  generous  friends  whose  contributions  of  books, 
time,  and  talents  have  added  so  much  to  our  pleasure 
for  the  past  year.

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GILFORD  SCHOOL  REPORT 
REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERIIVTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents,  and 
Voters  of  the  Gilford  School  District : 
The  schools  are  still  in  the  throes  of  adjusting  them- 
selves to  trying  conditions.  Costs  of  scholars'  supplies 
are  rising,  teachers  are  being  enticed  to  higher  paying 
positions  elsewhere,  enrollments  are  increasing,  and 
school  needs  in  this  ''international"  age  are  great.  The 
conditions  under  which  the  Gilford  Grade  School  has 
been  maintained  since  the  last  annual  report  are  re- 
corded herein. 

BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT 

Mwmteyiance,  Operation,  Repair 

To  illuminate  the  playground  and  area  back  of  the 
building  during  the  night  time,  two  electric  lights  have 
been  installed  on  the  rear  walls,  controlled  by  an  auto- 
matic clock.  This  lighting  tends  to  discourage  groups 
from  congregating  behind  the  building  after  dark. 

The  trim  of  the  building  was  painted  during  the 
summer,  adding  much  to  the  outside  appearance. 

A  new  power  floor  cleaner  and  polisher  has  been 
acquired  so  the  maintenance  of  the  asphalt  tile  floors 
has  been  improved. 

Stoker  coal,  in  quantities  to  adequately  heat  the  class- 
rooms, has  been  obtained  in  each  of  the  War  years,  a 
fact  for  which  we  are  fortunate. 

A  portion  of  the  auditorium  has  been  arranged  for 
classroom  use.  A  movable  partition  has  been  built  and 
increased  heating  installed.  This  space  serves  tempo- 
rarily as  a  fifth  classroom. 

The  services  of  Mr.  Walter  Tate  as  janitor  were  ac- 
quired last  spring.  He  takes  an  active  interest  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  building  and  grounds,  keeping  the 
plant  in  excellent  condition. 
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Insurance  coverage  to  the  extent  of  $5000  on  the 
boiler  has  been  acquired  recently. 

The  replacement  cost  of  buildings  damaged  by  fire 
has  advanced  in  recent  years.  The  present  insurance 
coverage  on  the  school  is  $28,000,  and  $5000  on  the 
boiler,  which  may  (not)  be  as  much  as  the  district 
wishes  to  carry. 

TEACHERS  AND  SUPERVISORS 

Miss  Natalie  Smith,  War-time  principal,  accepted  a 
position  in  the  primary  department  of  the  Union  School 
in  Northfield.  Her  position  as  principal  was  taken  by 
Mr.  Chester  B.  Brach,  a  veteran,  with  former  experi- 
ence in  teaching  and  administration.  Mr.  Brach  teaches 
the  most  advanced  groups  in  school  studies  and  has 
older  boys  on  woodworking  and  handicrafts. 

Miss  Doris  E.  Wilson  signed  a  contract  to  work  in 
East  Longmeadow,  Massachusetts,  and  Miss  Mary  J. 
Hunton  went  to  Durham. 

In  their  places,  Mrs.  Kathryn  G.  Cashin  of  Laconia 
and  Mrs.  Agnes  H.  Moulton  of  Gilford,  both  experi- 
enced teachers,  were  employed. 

The  services  of  Mrs,  Natalie  H.  Davis  as  primary 
teacher  and  Miss  Priscilla  E.  Marrotte  in  music  were 
retained. 

The  Gilford  Grade  School  has,  for  the  first  time  in 
several  years,  a  staff  composed  entirely  of  teachers 
with  experience.  This  makes  for  more  efi"ective  manage- 
ment, direction,  and  instruction. 

The  overload  of  reading  groups  in  all  rooms  necessi- 
tated the  employment  of  a  fifth  teacher  in  January. 
Mrs.  Hazel  M.  Fuller,  a  primary  teacher  with  several 
years'  experience,  resident  of  Gilford  Village,  was  se- 
cured for  the  last  half  of  the  school  year.  The  fifth 
classroom  is  temporarily  located  in  a  part  of  the  audi- 
torium.

HEALTH 

Due  to  changes  in  the  nursing  service  in  some  of  the 
five  districts,  comprising  Supervisory  Union  No.  59 
of  which  Gilford  is  a  part,  it  was  possible  to  have  one 
school  nurse,  instead  of  three,  attend  to  the  health  pro- 
gram. Mrs.  Lurline  H.  McCook,  for  eighteen  years  the 
district  and  school  nurse  in  Tilton  and  Northfield,  was 
selected.  It  is  now  possible  to  have  a  co-ordinated 
health  program  and  to  note  steady  improvement  in  the 
well-being  of  boys  and  girls. 

The  Gilford  Grade  School  lunch  program  has  always 
been  well  managed.  The  children  have  received  full, 
nourishing  meals  at  low  cost  and  the  project  has  re- 
ceived many  compliments  from  those  interested  in  the 
nutrition  of  boys  and  girls. 

With  the  increased  costs  of  food,  the  price  of  meals 
was  raised  to  20^'-,  or  $1  per  school  week  of  5  days.  The 
Federal  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  fur- 
nishes a  subsidy  of  9<'  per  meal  and  occasional  allot- 
ments of  foods  in  abundance.  In  addition,  many  parents 
and  friends  of  the  school  donate  vegetables,  eggs,  milk, 
and  canned  foods. 
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The  full-time  employees  are  Mrs.  Edith  James  as 
head  cook  and  Miss  Patricia  Baker  assistant.  Mrs. 
Winnifred  H.  Varney  gives  her  daily  services  gratis 
and  is  the  designated  "supervisor  of  the  lunch  pro- 
gram." Without  her  efforts,  the  success  of  the  plan 
would  be  jeopardized. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  COSTS 

Each  year  the  State  Board  of  Education  publishes 
the  "Costs  of  Instruction"  for  the  high  schools  of  the 
State.  The  State  average  cost  per  pupil  for  this  year 
was  set  at  $123.79.  This  is  the  highest  amount  which 
Laconia  could  charge,  without  contract,  for  any  pupil 
from  Gilford  enrolled  at  the  high  school.  Instead,  La- 
conia charges  $108  per  pupil  for  tuition,  though  the 
state  costs  as  published  are  much  higher. 

ASSOCIATION 

The  School  Board  has  enrolled  Gilford  as  a  member 
of  the  New  Hampshire  School  Boards  Association, 
through  which  it  is  hoped  that  much  information  to 
benefit  schools  will  be  forthcoming. 

The  members  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Lakes  Re- 
gion School  Board  conference  and  strive  to  know  the 
practices  in  other  school  districts. 

ADVANCEMENT 

The  theme  which  is  guiding  the  teachers  in  their 
work  with  pupils  this  year  is:  "Our  Thinking  in  the 
Future  Must  be  World  Wide."  In  advancing  this  theme, 
a  teachers'  meeting  was  held  at  the  opening  of  the  fall 
term.  At  this  the  State  Director  of  Elementary  School 
Services,  Miss  Gertrude  M.  Lewis,  spoke  on  "Geog- 
raphy for  All  Learners." 

ENLARGING  SCHOOL  PLANT 

There  is  some  consideration  being  given  now  to  an 
enlargement  of  the  school  plant  to  care  for  increasing 
enrollments,  to  permit  teaching  groups  of  pupils  on 
levels  at  which  they  can  learn  most  readily,  and  to  pro- 
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vide  for  types  of  instruction  of  a  practical  or  applied 
nature  for  the  older  boys  and  girls. 

The  financial  aspects  will  probably  weight  heaviest  in 
the  decision  to  enlarge  the  school  plant  or  to  send  older 
boys  and  girls  out  of  Gilford  for  their  schooling.  Pupils 
eleven  to  thirteen  years  of  age  are  at  a  very  impres- 
sionable stage  of  their  life.  Their  relations  in  Gilford 
as  a  place  to  grow  up  and  in  their  school  as  an  influence 
on  them  can  leave  an  indelible  stamp  in  their  attitudes 
and  interest.  If  the  Gilford  Grade  School  gives  nice 
opportunities  for  wholesome  associations  among  young 
people,  if  the  pupils  have  a  chance  to  take  part  in  many 
of  the  programs  of  the  school,  if  the  attention  paid  to 
their  learning  is  adequate,  if  the  morale  of  the  teachers 
and  of  the  pupils  is  high,  if  the  facilities  are  clean  and 
comfortable,  if  the  pupils  can  know  their  teachers  inti- 
mately through  daily  work  together,  and  if  the  citizens 
hold  the  school  system  in  high  regard,  many  reasons 
will  be  found  by  taxpayers  for  maintaining  a  school 
program  in  Gilford  for  the  first  eight  years  of  the 
school  life  of  youngsters. 

PUBLIC  MEETINGS 

The  school  board  and  personnel  desires  residents  of 
Gilford  to  have  full  information  about  functioning  of 
the  school  department.  To  that  end,  it  answers  ques- 
tions and  seeks  new  approaches  to  the  solution  of  edu- 
cational problems  through  the  services  of  experts.  It 
plans  programs  and  opens  the  school  building  for  the 
attendance  of  citizens.  It  strives  to  keep  the  Gilford 
Grade  School  one  of  the  best  educational  units  in  this 
section. 

On  November  6,  1946,  a  public  meeting  of  parents 
and  teachers  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Gilford 
Grade  School.  This  was  very  well  attended.  "Handi- 
caps to  Learning  in  Beginners"  was  the  topic  by  Miss 
Gertrude  M.  Lewis. 
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On  November  22,  1946,  about  45  persons  gathered  at 
the  Gilford  Grade  School,  with  Superintendent  Rhoden 
B.  Eddy  as  speaker,  and  decided  to  form  a  local  unit 
of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association.  The  primary  pur- 
pose of  the  parents  is  to  get  a  clear  understanding  of 
school  programs  and  educational  facilities.  The  school 
board  members  and  teachers  strive  for  home-school  co- 
operation through  the  medium  of  this  organization. 

On  January  9,  1947,  the  newly-organized  P.T.A.  held 
a  meeting  at  the  Gilford  Grade  School.  The  purpose  of 
the  meeting  was  to  learn  the  advantages  of  the  full 
junior  high  school  organization,  similar  to  that  offered 
to  Laconia  young  people. 

Mr.  Russell  H.  Leavitt,  Chief  of  the  Division  of  In- 
struction of  the  State  Department  of  Education,  was 
the  speaker.  There  were  approximately  thirty-five 
present. 

CONCLUSION 

In  submitting  this  seventh  annual  report,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  express  appreciation  again  to  the  members 
of  the  school  board,  the  teachers,  the  nurse,  and  the 
parents  for  their  efforts  and  interest  in  supporting  a 
good  school.

9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  pay  a  rate  of  tuition  in  high  schools  in 
excess  of  the  state  average  cost  of  instruction.
